THE WAR SITUATION. 


A postion of the large army under 
Lord Roberts at Bloemfontein on 
Thuraday engaged a Boer force holding 
a chain of kopjes about fice miles\south 
of Brandfort, and succeeded in driving 
them out, but not without suffering 
congiderable losses. Lord Roberts, 
with an immense force twenty-five 
miles distant, sent a force larger than 
the Boer force, but not overwhelmingly 
80, against it, comprising many regi- 
ments which underwent their baptism 
of fire. The result of the battle was 
that the British carried the kopjes by a. 
front attack in the face of a pre-meas- 
ured artillery fire, but with losses of 
twenty-five or panty killed and over 
180 wounded. The Boers off with 
their artillery, with their dead and 
wounded—which means that their 
losses were ey slight—and re- 
treated scross a leve! plain, to Brand- 
fort, five miles north, 

The run of success which has for so 
long attended the movements of the 
British army in South Africa was

A sugeessful retirement of the Boer com- 
mandos of considerable st h from Orange 
river to the northern reach of the Free State is 
claimed by the Boer authorities at Pretorta,and 
eonceded by the British staff, It was not con- 
eidere? possible that these forces could 
capture when Bloemfontein was occupied. 
Their retreat has been a remarkable achieve 
ment, which reflects great credit upon the Boer 
cvummander, since bis forces were beset on all 
sides by the British in superior strength. 

The rebellion in north-west Colony and Griqu- 
aland West seems to have been suppressed. 
The colonial force, including the western men of 
the Canadian Mounted Rifles. are at Kenhardt. 
The Canadian artillery, which were at Prieska, 
may be with Lord Kitchener at Bloemfontein or 
inay have been left at Prieska. The eastorn 
men of the Canadian Mounted Bifles will prob- 
ably join the first Canadian contingent with 
Lord Roberts’ forces at Bloemfontein. Strath- 
cona’s Horse will net arrive at the Cape until 
the twelfth of April. 

Although the opinion isffreely expressed in 
official circles that Mafeking is quite safe, the 
uncertainty as to the state of the food eg | in 
the beleaguered town causes great anxiety. The 
impression prevails thats column has crossed 
the Vasil and is marching northward to the re- 
lef of the garrison, but no official information 
has been received to that effect. The most 
northerly point that any British force is known 
to have reached from the south is Warrenton, 
Lord Roberts has stated that the relief of Mafe- 
at engaging his earnest attention. 

The number of regulars and colonials now in 
the field cannot be much below 175,000. There 
may be mobility and forced marches when this 
big army has once started, but there must be 
intervals of delay before it is ready to move. 
Bloemfontein must be converted into # great 
centre of military supplies before a general 
advance can be cnneree. 

There is no interruption in the outward move 
ment of reinforcements from England to Cape 
Town. A large foree is now at sea, and bat- 
talions of regulars, yeomanry and volunteers 
are preparing to embark. Shipments of horses 
for remmounts and of military stores are con- 
tinued on a large scale, 

A despatch from Basutoland says the Basuto- 
land government is busy collecting natives to be 
employed at Bloemfontein in repairing and lsy- 
ing railroads. The natives report that the 
Free Staters on the borders of Basutoland have 
refused to go to Kroonstad and are staying on 
their farms. It is now the ploughing season, 
and they are inclined to keep their land and 
subsoit rether than giveit up and fight.

FROM SOUTH AFRICA. 


Extracts from Asother Letter Prom Private 
A. P. Clother with the Canadians at the 
Frost. 


The following extracts from a letter 
written by Private A, F. Clother, of 
Queensboro, to his sister will be inter- 
eating to many ef our readers: 


Paarpesers Darrr. 
February 28, 1900. 


* * * * We left Belmont on the 
12th, brigaded under Bigadier General 
Dorian Smith along with the Gordon, 
the Cornwali and the Shropshire regi- 
ments, to try wo intercept Gen. Cronje 
in his retreat from Spy fontein to Bloem- 
fontein. We left by train for Grass 
Pan, about nine miles further up, where 

over and on the morning of 

we started on our five days’ 

march, which, I might say, was one of 
torture for many reasons of which I 
have not space to mention. However, 
after marching ail night Saturday, 
17th, we came up to our enemy's posi- 
tion and found that the British forces, 
led by Lord Kitchener, had already en- 
im battle against Cronje.

ELECTRIC POWER. 

Several of the towns and villages in 
North Hastings are to derive great bene- 
fit from an enterprise which has been 
going forward for some little time back, 
and which is no longer a matter of 
doubt or uncertainty. We refer to the 
establishment of a company who have 
acquired by purchase a water power at 
Crook’s Rapids at the foot of Belmont 
Lake and Young's dam in Belmont. 
From this power the company pur 
generating electricity which will be 
used for the lighting of surrounding 
towns, working the machinery in the 
different mines and for all other pur- 
“paungg where cheap power is one of the 

rst requisites, Mr. A. C. McDonald, 
E.M.E., of Toronto, was the first to 
take up the matter.and it is largely due 
to his energy that the company was 
formed and the necessary tunds raised 
to carry out the undertaking. The 
company's capital is stated to be $250.- 
000 and is furnished largely by English- 
men and Americans. Machinery will 
be putin capable of distributing from 
2,000 to 8,000 horse power, which will 
make it one of the largest concerns of 
its kind in this part of Canada. 
Rights have been ge by the com- 


any to erect poles om the roads and at 
east one franchise for town lighting se- 
cured. The work will be commenced 
about May ist and jis expected to be 
completed by October Ist. About 200 
men will be employed for the first six 
months in installing the plant, putting 
up poles, stringing wire, etc. This 
should be a thing and. will doubt- 
less be largely taken advantage of by 
mine owners and others needing electri- 
cal energy for motive purposes. For 
miners it should be especially good, 
cheapening as it will the cost of opera- 
tions and greatly enlarging the output, 
for until the application of electricity 
to mining operations in British Colam- 
bia, little headway was made in that 
province and the same beneficial results 
should follow its introduction here. 
The following gentlemen are retained 
in the scheme: A.C. McDonald, E.M. 
E., electrical engineer ; M. J. Butler, C. 
E.D.T.8., hydraulic engineer ; and Fred 
W. Wilkins, D.T.S., surveyor.

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HOUSEKEEPING SUGGESTIONS. 


To Wash Silk Stockings. —Wash silk 
stockings in cold water, and with 
white soap, rinse in cold water, then 
lay them flat in ao oléan towel, roll 
them up tightly, and let them remain 
till they are dry. If you rub them 
with a piece of flapnel it will give 


tructive as dirt,

quire ironing. Silk stockings should 
never be left in water; they amet be 
washed quickly, and rolled up at 
once. 


A Broom Bag.~Whoever has hard- 


| wood or painted floors to keep clean 


should provide herself with several 
broom bags of canton flannel, made 
up with the fleeced side out. Tie the 
broom on one of these bags, and by 


érawing it over a polished floor, you 
may gather up all the dust and Lint, 
and save yourself the tiresome stoop- 
ing necessary to wipe it up with a 
cloth. The broom beg, too, ie a great 
aid in cleaning house, in wiping the 
dust off the walls. It will take up 
the dust from matting as easily as 
tram « painted floor, and by rinsing 
out in clear water occasionally does 
excellent service. ' 

To Clean Hair Brushes.—Dissolve « 
piece of common soda the size of « 
walnut in proportion to a quart of 
water, dip the bristles of the brush 
briskly in end out of the water again; 
keep the back and handles as free as 
possible. Repeat this -until the 
brush looks clean, then dry the back 
and the handle, shake well to throw 
as much wet as possible out of the 
bristles, and set in the sum or near 
the fire to dry. 

Patching Socks.—A correspondent 
has discovered that she can patch 
gooks more quickly and just as serv- 
iceably as she can darn them, not te 
mention saving ber eyesight. She 
takes the sock in hand, trims the edge 
of the hole, cuts a patch from the good 
part of another, whips it down over 
the hole on the wrong side, then turns 
and does the same on the right. There 
are no seams to hurt the flesh, and 
the patch wears as long as the darn- 
ing would. : 

To Clean Decanters.—Get some old 
pieces of blotting paper and soap them 
well, roll the bits up small and put 
about twenty littl pieces into the 
bottle to be cleaned,. then half fill the 
decanter with warm water. Let it 
stand five minutes, and then shake 
well for another five minutes. Rinse 
with cold water and set to drain; when 
dry it will be beautifully clear and 
bright. 

Chapped Hands.—Insufficlent drying 
is the cause of most chapped hands. 
It is an excellent idea to keep on one’s 
dressing table a box of almond meal 
with a perforated cover.

THE WAR SITUATION. 


The opinion was held a week or 
two ago that the war in South 
Africa was virtually over, and that 
Lord Roberts would march to Pre- 
toria almost without meeting resist- 
ance. Now, however, the opinion 
seems quite as general that if the 
result of the war is not actually 
doubtful, the end is very far away. 
It will probably prove that the 
latter opinion is even farther from 
the truth than the former. The 
British are in overwhelming 
strength in South Africa, and when 
they are ready once more to exer- 


cise it aggressively it will probably 
prove as irresistible as it did in the) 


march to Kimberley and Bloem- 
fontein and to Ladysmith. Just at 
pregent it. is held in check and 
passive, and the Boers are fiercely 
aggressive, making the most of the 
time of the British pause in prepar- 
ation for another big forward move- 
ment to embarrass and, if possible, 
to hinder or check the aim which is 
being raised to give the blow. In 
Natal the Boers overran the coun- 
try, but soon bad to retire again 
north of the Tugela river. In the 
Free State they have been more 
successful and will probably be able 
to conuipue the guerilla warfare 
longer, but the end is probably not 
far off. 

The dry weather of winter has 
come, and every day sees the grass 
becoming scantier.g When the 
grazing is gone the mobilitv of the 
Boers will disappear with the 
means of substance for their horses. 
Then, too, the present “drying” sea- 
son is the sickly one, and probably 
both the men and horses of the un- 
acclimatized British armies are 
somewhat ‘under the weather.” 
This season will pass, and the cooler 
and drier climate will brace the 
strength of the men. 

When the general advance trom 
Bechuanaland, from Natal and from 
Bloemfontein is ordered and under 
way, the campaign will, we have 
no ¥oubt, make yery rapid progress. 
In the meantime, the guerilla war 
is in favor of the Boers. But the 
only British force which seems to be 
ir. real danger through isolation is 
Colonial one under General Brabant 
which holds « strong position at 
Wepener, about filtty miles south 
of ‘haba N’Chu, with its rear to 
Basutoland, which the Boers will 
ne te be chary about entering, 

the Basutos a are very numerous 
and warlike people. Genera! Bran- 
bant seems confident of giving good 
account of his foree, though the 
Boers are evidently gathering very 
strong forces to attack him. 

A despatch from Boshof dated April 
Sth says: There was a most successful 
fight to-day about nine miles east of 
Boshof. Sixty-eight Boers were sur- 
rounded on a kopje by a body of the 
Imperial Yeomanry, under Lord Ches- 
ham, and the Kimberley Mounted 
Corps, under Col. Peakman, with the 
4th Field Battery. The Boers lost 
eight killed and six wounded. The re- 
mainder surrendered. The French 
General Villebois Mareuil was among 
the killed. A Scotch cart containin 
One Britis 
officer was shot dead after the white 
flag had been hoisted. His murderer 
was killed. General Villebois Mareuil, 
who was killed on the Boer side, was 
General Joubert’s military adviser in 
Natal, and was engaged by Dr. Leyds 
at the outbreak ot the war. He was 
the best foreign expert on the Boer side, 
and his death is a serious blow, especi- 
ally as the Boers have lost their other 
best men in Joubert and Cronje. If he 
suggested the new policy counter- 
attack upon the lines of British com- 
munication, as has been reported, he 
has fallen a yictim to hie own tactics. 

The sequel to British inaction is the 
revival of Boer energy all along the 
line. General Buller, after remaining 
idle 80 days, is now, it is reported, men- 
aced with raiding operations similar to 
those from which Lord Roberts and 
General Gatacre have suffered. ‘The 
Boers have been reinforced in upper 
Natal, where commandys have re-ap- 
peared with guns and waggons, and it 
is reported that rangers are on their 
way to the Tugela to cut off communi- 
cations with Ladysmith and the coast. 
‘The Boer plan of campaign in that 
euarter can only be surmi ut it is 
evident they will attempt to harass 
General Buller’s army on the flank or 
in the rear. General Methuen captured 
near Boshof advance « of a 
similar force of raiders operating 
against.

A NONAGENARIAN’S DEATH. 


Mr. Horace Seymour, One of Madec’s Oldest 
Residents, Passes Away in His 
Niaetieth Year. 


On Sunday the silent messenger 
once more visited Madoc, this time 
taking away one of its oldest and 
most respected residents in the 
person of Mr, Horace Seymour, in 
his ninetieth year. wo or three 
weeks ago the late Mr. Seymour 
had a slight paralytic stroke, but 
had recovered somewhat when on 


Tuesday last he was again stricken| » 


and completely paralized. He 
lingered in a domatose state until 
early Sunday / morning, when he 
passed away without pain at the 
residence of his son-in-law, Mr. Fred 
Rollins. In his early manhood the 
deceased came to Madoc while it 
was a dense forest, and for many 
years experienced all the hardships 
and difficulties associated with trans- 
forming the primitive forest into 
tillable property. He partly reaped 
the benefit of his labors in enjoying 
a comfortable subsistence in his de- 
clining years. Naturally possess- 
ing a strong frame and a vigorous 
constitution, he lived to see almost 
all his pioneer co-workers laid to 
rest. 

The subject of this notice was born 
at New Hartford in the state of New 
York on the eighth day of October, 
1810. His father came into that state 
at the beginning of the century from 
New Hartford, Connecticut, where his 
grandfather, Lieutenant Uriah Se 
mour, and his ancestors for 
generations i 
the first of the name on this conti- 
nent, having emigrated from Here- 
fordshire, England, in the reign of 
Charles I. Although the army and 
nayy had speciai attractions for his 
descendants, and had never lacked rep- 
resentatives of the family, he whose 
life we are now sketching was always 
aman of peace. In his younger days 
he was an ardent sportsman, a keen-

THE WAR SITUATION. 


The Boer leaders, both political) 
and military are fighting with great) 
courage and firmness to save the| 
integrity of their states. The polit. | 
jeal situation in Europe is interest-| 
ing, perhaps critical, at the moment: | 
The Boer envoys ate said to have 
made an offer to the European 
powers to conclude a peace on the 
terms that they should destroy all 
their forts and artiliery and thus 
render their position as independ- 
ent republics less menacing to Great 
Britain, but on condition that the 
freedom and independence of the| 
Transvaal and the Orange Free 
State should be guaranteed by the 
United States and the European 
powers. It is also suid that they 
offer to guarantee the safety of the 
mines and property in which for- 
eigners are interested, and also that 
an extengion of the political fran- 
ehise to the Uitlander population 
shall be granted. The reports that 
the European powers are inclired 
to entertain the proposals of the 
Boer envoys is probably mere con- 
jecture. There will be an attempt 
to get Russia, Germany, France and | 
the United States to act together. 
If all can be got together there may 
be an attempt at joint interyention, 
If not, there will be no interyention, 
All the European nations have their 
hands full at present, however, and 
there will probably be no attempt 
at intervention. The whole empire 
has declared that its future security 
and peace depend upon the extinc- 
tion of the republics, and the British 
goyernment has declared that no 
foreign intervention will be toler- 
ated. 


The despatch of great interest wasthat 
which transmitted a report said to be 
circulating in Pretoria on Tuesday last 
that Colonel Baden-Powell is dead. 
The War Office utterly discredits the 
report, which seems to have been simply 
a tumor.

ceiyed trom Mafeking. Gn the thirty- 
first of March, there was a double en- 
gagement between the British and the 
Boers investing Mafeking. Colonel 
Piumer and a small advance force of 
his Rhodesian relief column attacked 
the Boers south of Kamathlabama, 
which is only eleven miles north of 
Mafeking, The British forces were re- 
pulsed with considerable looses. 
Nearly all Colonel Pilumer’s officers, 
himself included, were wounded, so 
that the engagement was a stubborn 
one. 

The inveatment of Wepener is at an 
end. Telegrams from Bloemfontein an- 
nounce that the Boer commandos have 
raised the siege, but the immediate 
cause of their flight is not yetclear, nor 
is the direction of their retreat by any 
means certain. They have taken seven 
guns and 1,000 prisoners during the 
past fortnight, but otherwise their 
counterstroke failed, since Lord 
Roberts’ forces are massed for the 
march to the Vaal Riyerin overwhelm- 
ing strength, and cannot be diverted to 
the hills in the east. 

Gen. Gatacre has resigned his com- 
mand at Sprinefontein and is re 
turning to England.

It was tried ag a last resort, and | 
the child soon began to improve.

Her diet for the first two or three 
weeks was nothing but broths and 
fresh milk. There are some stomachs 
that milk does not agree with, but not 
many.

After the third week crackers and 
bread, not fresh bread. were crumbed 
inte the broth and milk, and from 
that time on a greater variety of 
foods was gradually, very gradually, 
permitted.

Of course it was hard for tha child, 
for she did not like broths, and for the 
mother too.

THE MINING LAW. 


Hon. Mr. Davis’ Bill to Amend the Miees Act 
Considered by the Legisiatare. 


Hon. Mr. Davis on Tuesday of last 
week. in moving the second reading ot 
his bill to amend the mines act, said it 
was proposed to repeal al! existing rov- 
alties. It was also sought to ive the 

overnment power by prociamation to 

ring certain provisions into effect. 
One of thém required those engaged in 
mining to take out a license, for which 
a nominal fee would be paid. Under 
other proyisions power was asked to 
levy a tax of 50 cents a ton on iron ores 
in order to secure their manufacture in 
Ontario, It was not intended, however. 
to place any such tax on the iron in- 
dustry of the province. 

In reply to the question from Mr. 
Whitney, “Then why are you askiaz 
for it?” Mr. Davis said that when the 
bill came up in committee of the whole 
h® would haye some amendments to 
propose bearing upon this point. There 
was no probability of such a tax being 
placed upon the iron industry for years 
to come, and only when the condition 
of the industry would warrant such a 
thing being done. The whole object ot 
the bill was to encourage mining deve- 
lopment, and especially the iron indus- 
try, which seemed to have a bright 
future before it at the present time. 
The government also asked to ba in- 
yes with discretionary power to so 
deal with the nickel industry as to. 
secure the refining in this country. It 
was therefore proposed to impose a 
pretty stiff maximum tax in the case of 
nickel. If the ore was refined here the 
tax need not be collected, or if collected 
it could be refunded. The provisions 
of the order-in-council passed last year 
requiring the manufacture of nickel in 
Canada were embodied in the bill, and 
there was a section designed 
the locking up of mining lands from 
development. The period of five years 
during which bounties to an amount 
not exceeding $125,000 might be paid 
for the manufacture of iron in the pro- 
vinee would shortly expire. Only a 
comparatively small rtion of the 
$125,000 had been expended, and it was 
now proposed to extend the time dur- 
ing which it might be earned from five 
to ten years. A section of the bill gave 
the right of appeal to the department 
from the decision of the mining in- 
spector for the Michipicoton district in 
cases of dispute. At present the in- 
spector’s decision was absolute. Other 
Bt pong reserved certain portions of 

nd for the deyelopment of water- 

wer, prohibited the further issue of 
iquor licenses within six miles of a 
min‘n camp, under certain conditions, 
and were intended to surround with 
greater safeguards the handling of ex- 
plosiyes, and work in the mines. 

Mr. Whitney, in commenting on the 
bill, said that the government were do- 


ing in this case, as in others great iu-|! 


pry toindustries by holding over the 
eads of the people concerned threats 
to enforce certain provisions, no matter 
what the consequences might be, 
What reason was there, he asked, for 
charging any license fee. If the gov- 
ernment imposed a tax of 50 cents a ton 
on iron ore it would ruin the iron in- 
dustry, at least that was the opinion of 
the men engaged in it. 

Hon. Mr. Koss said Mr. Whitney 
misapprehended the purpose of the bill. 

‘hen mining royalties were opposed it 
was with the unanimous consent of 
the House. He was aware there was a 
feeling that mining lands should con- 
tribute to the revenue just in the same 
way as timber lands, but it was a 
question whether the hour was ripe for 
imposing a royalty or any other tax 
upon mining lands that would so add 
to the reyenue. The time had not 
come, in their opinion, when circum- 
stances would warrant the imposition 
of w royalty or a tax in any other form. 
The object of the bill, as set forth upon 
its face, was to promote the manufac- 
ture of Canadian ore in Canada. The 
government held that there should be a 
minimum and maximum tax, but in 
the case of ore manufactured in Ontario 
there should be a rebate practically 
equal to the amount of that tax. It 
would not be wise to frame a bill that 
would disturb the existing industries, 
nor one that did not encourage manu- 
facturing here. ‘Chere should not, as 
long as it was possible to avoid it, be a 
tax on ore, The result of the bounty 
on iron had been satisfactory. It 
would be unfair if the proposed tax did 
not apply to all ores, Mr. Whitney 
suatlioh to object yery much to orders-in- 
council. Ever since confederation the 
timber policy had been regulated by 
orders-in-council, and the lumbermen 
had not been subjected to unfair treat- 
ment. The government had also 
recently exercised this power in regard 
to pulp by increasing the duea. He 
had no doubt the bill would be changed 
in some sections in committee. The 
government would be bound to consider 
the point if it was quite clear that the 
bill would affect capita) as regards min- 
ing interests, In reply to Mr. Whit- 
ney, Mr. Ross said that all mining 
lands were now taxed, whether being 
worked or not, under the Algoma tax 
law. 

Mr. Matheson (South Lanark) said 
that so far as the abolition of royalties 
was concerned it -was a step in the right 
direction. The clauses to compel the 
manufacture of ores here by means of 
an export tax was a radical wrong. 
The proposition to tax iron orés to be 
exported had already done hundreds of 
thousands of dollars of damage in the 
province. He knew of iations 
which had been in progress fora year 
or two and were yed by fear of an 
export tax. Mr. Clergue said he coukl 
produce 1.500.000 tons of iron ore. 
That was more than all the smelters of 
the province together could handle. 
What were we to do with all the ore? 
"If we want to aid smelting,” said Mr.

WAR NOTES. 


BOER ACTIVITY, 


London, April 22.—During the last 
few days there has been a renewal of 
Boer actiyity in all parts of the theatre 
of war. The tenacity of the enemy 
around Col. Dalgety proyes that con- 


siderable forces are still there. Lord T 


Roberts has ordered Lord Methuen to 
retire from Boseof, probably for the 
same reason. The presence of a Boer 
force at Frankfort looks like an inten- 
tion toendeavor to cut off Lord Methuen 
who may next be heard from as 
retiring upon Kimberley. The Bvers 
are said to have encircled Bloemfontein 
to the eastward in a crescent forma- 
tion. There have been several outpost 
affairs in that vicinity.

Light 
grounds are prettiest for flowers.

DERIVATION OF BOER. 


It is curious to note, in connection 
with the national designation of our 
present foea in Gouth Africa, the sur- 
vivance in Scottish legal and agri- 
cultural parlance of the closely allied 
term “Bower,” pronounced Booer. The 
expression is properly applied to a 
person who hires, from the proprie- 
tor or principal tenant of a farm, a 
stock of cows along with the right of 
grazing them on certain fields. The 
Bower makes in return a money pey- 
ment of so much per cow, and cee 
to making his profit out of the sale 
of the dairy produce. The precise 
legal position of a party who has a 
“bowing” lease is somewhat inter- | 
mediate, being midway between that | 
of a mere manager and that of a | 
subtenant.

A soft rug to lay beside the bed may 
be made as follows:—For the founda. 
tion take a plece of burlap or old in- 


grain carpet the size you wish for the 


rug, aod bem or bind it all around. 
Select some cast-off men's clothing of 
any color, out the goods into strips 
three inches wide, and slash all along 
one edge two inches deep and one- 
fourth of an inch wide. Sew, a strip 
of the darkest material all around the 
foundation, allowing the fringe to cov- 
er the hem. Proceed in this manner 
with all the other pieces, taking care 
to have each strip overlap the one be. 
fore it at least an inch. The last 
strip, which will came in the middle, 
should be slashed on both edges, and 
made somewhat full. 

Very pretty rugs are made from 
common burlap, worked in cross stitch 
with yarn. Select a smooth, firm 
piece of burlap and dye it black. Hem 
the edges and work a design in each 
corner and the centre in crosa stitch, 
using bright colors. Place them in a 
rug trame to work them. Almost ev. 
ery housekeeper has odds and ends of 
colored wools that can be used. or one 
can usually buy remnants of yarn and 
zephyr for a trifle from the dry goods 
store.

CARE OF WORKING HANDS. 


Callous spots may be removed by 
the use of pumice stone, and stains by 
lemon, borax or ammonia, according 
to their mature. At night, after wash- 
ing, rub the hands well with cold 
cream or any other emollient that 
agrees with the skin, wipe off all sn- 
perfluous grease and wear old large 
gloves with the palms cut out to 
afford ventilation, to keep the sheets 
of the bed from being soiled. Never 
waeh the hands in very hot or very 
cold water, as excessive heat and ex- 
cessive cold are as destructive to the 
beauty of the hands as to the beauty 
of the face. Moist hands are unpleas- 
ant both to their owners and to those 
with whom they come in contact. To 
keep then dry wash them occasionally 
im water in which a lump of alum has 
been dissolved. Sunburn and freckles 
may bewemoved by the use of lemon 
juice and glycerine in equal propor- 
tious, or with a paste of cornstarch 
and glycerine.

Last’ 
year the best specimens of blue foxes) 
were sold for as high as $1,200 each. 
But the famous silver fox is greatest) 
of all, for its dark skin is liberally! 
sown with white hairs. It is found) 
mainly in the extreme North, near the 
Arctic Ocean in Alaska, Labrador and 
Siberia, and, besides, it is very rare. 
Some specimens of this fur have been 
sold during the last year for $1,700! 

After the first fall of snow, about) 
‘the middle of October, the fur hunt- 
ers bury themselves in the forests,’ 
taking with them two dogs, whodrag) 
‘along the sleigh loaded with the ne- 
ceasary supplies. These consist of some 
blankets, ammunition traps, sometimes 
a tent and very little provisions. They) 
rely chiefly upon the animals slain 
for food. After laying the traps—a 
work of no small trouble and labor— 
the hunter must be ever on the alert 
for the wolf is ever ready to rob his) 
traps of any animal caught therein,’ 
and the hunter doesn’t like to catch 
furs for wolves. 

Toward the end of the winter most) 
of these animals disappear, and then! 
the hunters look for beavers, setting’ 
their traps through holes in the ice. 
When the thaw begins their activity 
runs along other lines, for the grizzly 
and common bears may emerge frem 
‘their winter quarters and their pelts 
are in no small demand, After catch-| 
ing as many animals as they can, strip-| 
ping and salting their hides, the, 
trappers must sell the products of 
{their winter’s work. The Indians in 
|Canada bring most of their furs to} 
| the forts of the Hudson Bay Company. 

Canada and Labrador supply most! 
| of the furs exported from America. Si- 
beria does as much for the Old World. 
The most magnificent sables and a) 
kind of marten called the kolinski,| 
are found there. Even the wolf, whose 
| hide elsewhere is of little value, thero 
~~ a good pelt. Siberia also furnishes 
a large number of white fox skins, er- 
'mine and gray squirrel. Even the hares 
in Siberia have valuable furs for the 
hunters. In that part of Asia most of 
of the trapping is done by Zyrians, 
Ostiaks, Samoyedes and other Mon- 
{golian tribes. Their guns are primi- 
| tive flintlocks, which they use very 
seldom on account of the price of 
powder. They prefer to use a bow and 
arrow, and sometimes only a blunt ar- 
row, 80 as to stun the animal without 
hurting or staining the fur. Most of 
their bunting is done, bowever, by 
traps most ingeniously contrived. The 
winters are terrific, the thermometer 
going down to 30 or 40 degrees below 
zero, as a general thing, and some- 
times even to 6) degrees. It often hap- 
pens that the hunters are caught in 
terrific storms, when progress is im- 
possible, and they are compelled to 
‘form snow huts to live in until they 
can find the way back to their semi- 
| civilized homes 
| Hunting the amphibian sea otters 
‘and senls is a most profitable and at 
| times dangerous purauit. At the be- 
ginning of the century 15,000 sea ot- 
ters were killed every year near 
the Aleutian Islands in Alaska, but 
the reckless hunting has almost swept 
them out of existence. Near the Aleu- 
tians the tempests are very sudden 
land terrific, and this increases the
